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TiUe: CARRIER GAS SUPPLY DEVICE FOR SIMPLIFIED GAS ANALYZER 



As shown in FIG. 2, this carrier gas supply device comprises a gas 
chromatograph 1, a supply valve 11 providing a constant flow, stor^e tank 12a 
incorporating a moisture removing agent such as synthetic zeolite, storage tanks 12b, 
12c incorporating a deoxidizer, suction /pressurizing unit 13, and a connection tube 
extending between the suction/pressurizing unit 13 and the gas chromatograph 1. 
The gas chromatograph 1 is composed of a separation-side column lb, reference-side 
column Ic, and a sampler Id. The gas provided from the storage tank 12a is used 
as the carrier gas for the gas analyzer. Thus, according to this device, a pure carrier 
gas is supplied to the gas chromatograph without using a heavyweight gas cylinder. 
Therefore, it is possible to provide a lightweight gas analyzing system.
